Whether a chimney is round or square 
on the outside it should have around core one- 
half five-eighths of its height. There are 
some chimneys built without, but they give 
poor allowance for expansion. And at times 
when there is a cold storm beating on the 
outside they are comparatively cool, while 
the interior is at a high temperature. This 
makes considerable difference in the expan- 
sion of the two parts, and consequently an 
undue strain, which in time may lead to 
cracking of the walls. 

If the chimney is square and there is an 
enlarged area, when leaving the round core, 
to the square section of the chimney it 
makes no difference practically, so far as 
efficiency is concerned, because the draught 
is just as good in a flue larger at the top 
than at the bottom as it is in one which is 
perfectly straight, and the draught is prob- 
ably always better than it would be in a flue 
smaller at the top than at the bottom. 

A lining of fire brick should be used in 
the core, at least one-half the way up and 
preferably all the way to the top. This 
should be a good quality of brick, very 
carefully laid ; that is, the bricks must be 
placed so that they will present a perfectly 
even perpendicular line, and one brick not 
project beyond the next in the slightest de- 
gree, but be as if it were all one solid mass 
of material with no joints. 

The joints should be as thin as possible, 
and the mortar should fill them to an even 
line with the faces of the bricks, neither 
projecting nor having a crevice. 

The brick should be as smooth as can be 
bought, and the mortar used as fine grained 
as possible, and finally, after completion the 
entire interior surface of the core should be 
rubbed down smooth. 

Securing a good surface is valuable, as it 
has more effect upon the draught than 
if the inside of the chimney is rough 
and streaked with streams of projecting 
mortar, There must be an air space 
between the core and chimney, and the 
former should simply be brought in contact 
with the chimney by a few projecting bricks 
at the points of changing thickness of the 
core, where it comes nearest to the chim- 
ney. ' 

In ordinary practice the thickness of the 
core should be, for a chimney 175 feet high, 
about twelve inches for the lower part, half 
its height, and about nine inches for the re- 
mainder of the way to the top. 

The door for cleaning should never be 
omitted, and it should be of ample size to 
permit the easy and quick removal of soot 
and ashes. 

The door proper must be of heavy iron to 
prevent warping and to resist the pressure 
of the atmosphere ; it must also shut per- 
fectly tight. In large chimneys there 
should be two doors, an inner and outer. 

From one-eighth to one-quarter inch iron 
should be used, according to the size of the 
opening, and it should be well ribbed with 
ingle iron and shut into a heavy iron frame 
vell set in the brick work. Its position 
should always be on a level with the bottom 

of the chimney. For a 175 foot chimney the 
door may be about 24 feet wide by 5 feet 
high. This gives ample opening to pass 
‘hrough in cleaning, and it does not cut 
away much of the -brickwork through the 
base of the chimney. 

The area of the opening for the flue from 
the boilers should be a mean between that 
of the chimney and that of all the uptakes 
‘rom the boilers. For instance, in a plant 
of five 72 inch boilers, with about 35 square 
feet of grate to each, the area of each up- 
take would be 5 square feet. A chimney 
150 feet high for these boilers should have 
about 124 square feet area of core, and the 
combined area of the five uptakes is 25 
Square feet, thus giving for the section of 
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flue connecting them with the ¢himney a 
mean between 25 and 124, which is 18.6 
square feet. The opening cut in the chim- 
ney should be high and narrow, to avoid 
weakening the base of the chimney. For 
instance, 3x6 feet rather than 4x4¥. 

The brick used for a chimney should be 
of first-class quality, well burnt and hard. 

A mortar made of 1 part of quicklime to 3 
parts of sand, is good if thoroughly mixed 
with clean, fresh water. 

The sand should be clean and sharp and 
perfectly free from salt. The joints be- 
tween bricks should not be over three- 
sixteenths of an inch thick and the mortar 
should be spread very evenly over all sur- 
faces of joints. 

The coping at the top of a chimney gives 
a chance for the exercise of considerable 
ability in constructing one which will look 
well, and also not be costly or trouble- 
some to build. Usually on a round chim- 
ney a plain conical coping gives as good an 
appearance as any and is the cheapest. 

No chimney is complete without an iron 
top casting. This should not be any heavier 
than is required to keep 
it from rusting out in a 
few years. The only ob- 
ject of the casting is to 
prevent the mortar from 
softening and crumbling 
and the bricks frem 
loosening and working 
out of place. Thus, if it 
is strong enough to hold 
in place and tight enough 
to keep the wet from the 
top courses of brickwork, 
it answers its purpose. 
Copper bolts should be 
used in it, and the bolt 
flanges should be heavy 
and strong, with plenty 
of bolts used. The cast- 
ing should be well ribbed 
and thoroughly secured to the chimney. It | 
should be well filled, and heavily painted | 
inside and outside. 
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A ladder built on a chimney is a feature | 


of much importance, and ought never to be 


omitted. Damages by lightning or any re- | 


pairs needed, or the repainting of the cast- 

ing, may be a source of very serious ex- 

pense where there is no ladder; whereas 

with one all serious trouble is avoided in 

reaching the top, and the extra cost of 

building it on the chimney is not great.

Pulp Strainer. 





This invention relates to a device for 
straining wood and other pulps; and the 
object is to provide a strainer which is so 
constructed as to give the greatest possible 
strainer area in a small space and at the 
same time be simple in construction. 

Figure 1 is a longitudinal sectional view 
of the strainer, parts being broken out and 
others shown in elevation. Fig. 2 is a ver- 
tical transverse sectional view through the 
strainer and Fig. 3 is a detail vertical sec- 
tional view of one compartment, showing a 
modified construction and arrangement. 

The annular strainers or screens 4, are ar- 
ranged parallel and separated a short dis- 
tance from each other so as to form strainer 
compartments. Between each two screens 
4, an agitating disk, a, is arranged, while 
several agitating disks are mounted concen- 
trically on a shaft, #, passing centrally 
through the annularscreens. Between each 
two agitating disks a, the screens are se- 
curely connected by the walls c, of a casing, 
and the several walls ¢c rest upon a base, ¢, 
which also forms a support for the walls /, 
surrounding the above described casing. 
Stuffing boxes d, are arranged in the walls / 
and through the same the shaft # passes in 
such a manner that it can rotate and move 
longitudinally. The walls ¢ divide the 
space bounded by the walls /in two parts. 
Into one of them the wood pulp or other 
matter to be treated runs from the trough 
m by means of the inlet necks oe. The re- 
mainder of the space is occupied by the 
pulp, which has passed the screens and con- 
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tains only the strained pulp, which can pass 
off through the outlet Z. The shaft x is 
provided at one end with a fixed pulley, zg, 
having a cam groove into which a fixed pin, 
7, projects. If the shaft # is rotated by 
means of the belt pulley 4, the action of the 
pin 7 on the cam groove of the pulley g 
causes the shaft # to reciprocate in the di- 
rection of its length, so that the agitating 
disks a move toand fro between the annular 
screens at each side thereof. As they also 
rotate, they keep the pulp in constant mo- 
tion and prevent the coarse particles from 
closing the screen slots. The coarse parti- 
cles collect in the bottom parts of the spaces 
between the screens and pass from the same 
into a channel, /, which may be provided 
with a device for closing its end, which is 
not shown, so as to permit of opening that 
channel when it is necessary to discharge 
solid particles accumulating therein. 
Instead of mounting the agitating disks 
in such a manner that they move axially to 
and fro between the screens, they can be 
mounted on the shaft # at an inclination, as 
shown in Fig. 3, and in this case there 
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would be no necessity of mounting the shaft 
n to reciprocate, as the shaft in rotating

and some of these ways had better never 
been thought of at all. There are some 


very excellent devices in the market, among |

which the atmospheric “ 
complete theoretically and scientifically, but 
is a miserable failure practically on account 
of the fragile glass tubing of which the 
concern is chiefly constructed. In other 
words, the acid pump works well until it 


gets broken, which happens frequently and | 
completely, Then the bleach man has to | 
tip up the carboy and draw off the acid into | 


an éarthenware pitcher, the same as he had 
done for years until the pump was in- 
vented 

The old way was not such a bad way 
after all if it wasn’t for the trouble and dan- 


ger of spilling the acid when the carboy is | 


quite full, and after it is more than half 
empty. As these two periods comprise 
most of the time of emptying a carboy, there 
is little pleasure or comfort at any time in 
trying to empty out acid by the “tip up 
method. When the vessel is pretty full the 
acid will either run over or fall short of the 
pitcher, and when the carboy has been | 
partly emptied it is necessary to rest the 
nose of the carboy on the edge of the 
pitcher. 
nose of the carboy slips aad away it goes, 
tipping over, and usually breaking the 
pitcher, spilling all the acid therein, and 
frequently sending a sudden splurge of the 
acid far from the nose of the carboy over 
one’s boots and about everywhere else that 
acid is not wanted. 

When the tipping up method must be 
practiced the carboy can be so mounted on 


Then, after pouring a bit, the | 
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a kind of *‘ patent rocker” and so fixed that 
the tipping up process can be done with 
ease. The best way of doing this is first to 
build a sort of platform just big enough for 
the carboy to stand upon. Then put four 3 
inch casters under it, one under each cor- 
ner, so that the concern can be easily 
moved. Two of the corner parts of the 
frame are prolonged and extend upward as 
high as the top of a carboy when placed on 
the platform. These two corner pieces are 
made of 2 inch plank and are about 10 inches 
wide. Then they are rounded off like the 
rockers of a chair, so that when the carboy 
is tipped up to pour out acid the rockers 
will come to a bearing on the floor and pre- 
vent any slipping of the carboy and the con- 
sequent spilling of the acid. 

To keep the carboy in place two more 
corner pieces, each two inches square, are 
attached to the remaining corners of the 
carriage. These two corners are not solid 
with those of the carriage on the platform, 
as are the two‘ rocker corners,” but are fas- 
tened by bolts, one being put through each 
pair ofcorners. Cleats are screwed to these 
loose corners, also to the 
pair of rocker corners, in 
order to stiffen and hold 
them together. 

A piece of rope is run 
through holes bored one 
in each loose leg. The 
rope is made just long 
enough to reach the rock- 
ers and drop into notches 
cut in them. The rope is 
fastened in the loose legs 
by tying a knot in each 
end of the rope just in- 
side of the legs. Four 
bits of board are got out 
and screwed to the four 
corner pieces in such a 
manner that the pieces 
come just above the 
| cleats, which are to be found on all carboy 
| boxes. These short pieces of board are to 
prevent the carboy from tipping up when ly- 
ing on the rockers. In fact they make the 
| carboy exceedingly ‘‘solid” with the plat- 
| form. It is well in designing this little rig 

to strike the circle of the rockers from a 
point somewhere near the centre of where 
the carboy would be were it in the frame 
| at that time. The rope should be well 
soaked in oil, so as to be less sensitive to 
| atmospheric changes, and also to protect 
it from any chance splash of acid. 
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The successful carboy ‘‘ rocking chair” 
| above noted brings to mind a rig for ship- 
| ping dryers, which was made at a mill in 
Eastern Massachusetts. It was not handy 
to box up the big dryer, so the millwright 
| got two stiff 3 inch oak planks, cut them 
| the length of the dryer, then put a 6 inch 
| block across both ends of the planks where 
| the bearings would come. One bolt was 
| put through each end of the 6 inch block 
and came out at the edge of the plank into 
which it was cut flush. As the blocks were 
| not high enough to let the bottom of the 

dryer clear the planks, two pieces, cut off 
| the ends of the 3 inch planks, were set on 

top of the two 6 inch blocks. A notch was 
cut in each piece of plank to serve as a 
bearing for the dryer tolie in. Then some 
wooden caps were made out of 2x3 inch 
plank to go on top of the bearings; these 
were notched enough to bring them down 
| close to the 3 inch bolsters. Holes were

"| then bored down through the caps, bolster 


| blocks, 6 inch blocks, and skid plank, and 

four half-inch bolts were cut in from the 

bottom so as to be flush underneath. Then 
| the roll was hoisted into place in the 
| notches, the caps were put on, the bolts 
| were screwed up, and there was the dryer 
| roll mounted free of the ground, and the 


skids, too. To stiffen the whole business, 


: ‘ | 
four 3 inch strips were taken from the crate 


stock and nailed to the bolster blocks, one 
end of a strip being nailed to the upper side 
of the bolster block, the other end of each 
strip being made fast to the bottom edge of 
the bolster at the other end of the dryer. 
In this way the strips were put on so as to 
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form diagonal braces, two to each bolster, 
and they held the roll as stiff as was needed 
for pretty extensive handling.

Evolution of the Sulphite Di- 
gester. 
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(Continued.) 

The next important step in the sim- 
plification of sulphite digester linings is 
comprised in the inventions of Dr. Carl 
Kellner, of Vienna, Austria: British pat- 
ents No. 2,064, February 8, 1890; No. 
4,959, March 29, 1890, and No. 6,951, May 6, 
1890. Here we get a method reminding us 
of the Wenzel lining, but simpler. In the 
fall of 1889 amixture of cement, slate and 
powdered glass had been used for lining sul- 
phite digesters in an English mill. This was 
found to be an immense improvement on 
lead linings, and yet was not ‘* just the 
thing.” 

In the provisional specifications No. 2,064, 
1890, on February 7, Kellner says: ‘‘ By 
this invention a jointless and seamless lin- 
ing is formed in the boiler in place of the 
lead segments or sections, and the inven- 
tion consists in applying to the interior 
thereof (after the boiler has been put to- 
gether in the usual manner) a layer or coat- 
ing of an acid resisting cement of suitable 
composition and thickness, which will not 
be liable to creep or leave the surface of the 
boiler under the action of the heat. This 
coating will be cheaper and in many ways 
more advantageous than the lead linings 
now employed. Portland cement mixed 
with fine sand has been found suitable for 
the above purpose.” 

Further in the complete specification No. 
4,959, 1890, on April 28, we read: ‘‘ The lin- 
ing consists of any suitable acid proof mass 
covered with plates of hardened or tempered 
glass. By preference these plates are ar- 
ranged in two layers and so as to break 
joint. The lower or outer layer may also 
be formed of stoneware plates, and a layer 
of powdered fire tile or fire brick may be ar- 
ranged beneath or outside of the glass plates. 
The cement by which the plates of hardened 
glass are fixed and the joints filled up may 
with advantage be formed of a mixture of 
quartz powder, fire tile powder, glass pow- 
der, brick powder, carbonate of lime, phos- 
phate of lime and soluble glass.” Fire tile 
powder is the ‘‘ chamotte” which is often 
mentioned in foreign works. 

Finally on December 20, 1890, Dr. Carl 
Kellner in his complete British specification 
No. 6,951 describes his improvements in 
lining sulphite digesters in the latest and 
most complete form, and as the information 
given will be of value to experimenters in 
this line of work it is given in Kellner’s own 
words : ‘‘ This invention relates to improve- 
ments on an invention which formed the 
subject matter of an application for letters 
patent No. 2,064, dated February 8, 1890, 
the objects of the present invention being 
to prepare the surface of the iron steel 
boiler or digester in such a manner that the 
lining of Portland or other cement shall ad- 
here thereto with an increased tenacity, 
and generally to improve the acid resisting 
qualities of the lining. For this purpose, 
after cleaning the internal surface of the 
iron or steel boiler or digester, I first apply 
a coating of the following cement, which has 
the property of adhering tenaciously to the 
bare metal, and also of forming a kind of flux 
or medium to cause the cement lining to ad- 
here thereto. The first coating is formed 
principally of silicate of alumina, and I find 
the following to be a suitable composition 
for this purpose. I take blue slate, such as 
is obtained from Wales and other places,

Fibre Mills Shut Down. 





A month ago the Manufacturing In- 
vestment Company shut down its mill at 
Madison, Me., and now it has done the same 
thing with its mill at Appleton, Wis. This 
company has been something of a conun- 
drum since it was started. It was organ- 
ized by a number of capitalists, among 
whom were ex-Secretary of the Navy Will- 
iam C. Whitney, Secretary of War Daniel 
S. Lamont and several others who were 
active in politics. The rights to manufac- 
ture sulphite fibre under the Mitscherlich 
system were secured, and the mills were 
built, that at Appleton having a capacity of 
60,000 pounds a day and that at Madison 
80,000 pounds aday. Commander ‘‘ Bobby ” 
Evans, the commander ot the United States 
cruiser Yorktown, had charge of the con- 
struction of the Appleton mill, which was 
the first completed, and everything was 
done ‘‘ ship shape,” that word being very 
fitting in this connection. When the mills 
were under construction great stories were 
told of the wonderful things which the com- 
pany was going to do, but in some way or 
another these tales have not materialized. 
An immense sum of money was expended, 
but so far as the trade is concerned it is 
not thought to have been laid out very judi- 
ciously, and the results are said not to be 
satisfying. The mills were carefully guard- 
ed and no prying outsiders who might want 
to see how fibre was made were admitted, 
and even such a benign individual as a 
JouRNAL representative was unable to get 
within the portals. 

The fibre which was turned out was of 
several grades, and it is said that a strictly 
No. 1 was not the greater part of the prod- 
uct. There have been rejections of goods 
and claims to settle, and the general opinion 
was and is that the company needed an ex- 
pert in fibre who knew how to make a de- 
cent product more than it needed anything 
else. 

William C. Whitney was president of the 
company until this year, when he was suc- 
ceeded by Capt. R. S. Hayes, a railroad 
man, Col. D. S. Lamont being at the same 
time promoted from secretary and treasurer 
to the vice-presidency. 

When Mr. Whitney was president it is 
said that he took a fibre expert to see the

Western mill, and remarked that he would 


give him a handsome sum to put it on a 
paying basis. The expert is said to have 
remarked that the first move in such a pro- 
gramme was to furnish him with some dyna- 
mite with which to blow up the mill, in 
order to get a site on which to erect a prac- 
tical sulphite plant. The dynamite was not 
furnished. 

Just when the company will start up its 
mills is not known, but it is said in Apple- 
ton that the ‘‘ shut down ” is indefinite.

flushing devices, and the arrangement is 
such that the upper and lower surfaces of 
the paper are reversed in this second wash- 
ing. The paper is again rolled upin the 
second machine, and may, if the paper be 
heavy, be removed to still another washing 
machine, where the same operation is re- 
peated. The paper roll is then transferred 
to a fourth machine, and the paper is un- 
wound through a neutralizer, such, for in- 
stance, as dilute ammonia, is again washed 
and again wound up. The roll is then 
transferred to a fifth machine and more 
thoroughly washed and rewound. The roll 
is then transferred to a sixth machine, 
where it is unwound, passed through a 
glycerine bath and rewound ; thence it is 
transferred to the seventh and last machine, 
where it is dried and wound. 

The result of all this handling is a great 
loss of paper in wastage. Each unwinding 
and rewinding involves the loss of some 
paper, not only because some paper is de- 
stroyed in starting the roll each time, but 
because each rewinding involves a slightly 
greater dislocation of the sheet, so that by 
the time the sheet has passed through the 
six preliminary machines and is ready for 
the dryer the ends of the roll are extremely 
irregular, and much paper is consequently 
wasted in trimming. The loss of time in 
transferring paper, in starting and restart- 
ing so many machines, and the necessary 
i ection of the work where a number 
of different operations have to be relied 
on, are also important items of loss. As a 
substitute for all of these machines, a sin- 
gle machine has been invented in which the 
paper is started from the fresh roll and 
passes, entirely without intelligent inter- 
vention except to guard against accidental 
mishaps, through one step after another un- 
til it is rewound after being dried.

WHEN the London Chamber of Arbi- 
tration wasinaugurated about six months 
ago it was considered by many as an ex- 
periment only, but its success is now as- 
sured. It has so far relieved the courts 
of many cases, saving the time of 
judges, and has proved to be an easy 
and inexpensive method of disposing of 
those very cases which ordinarily would 
consume much time in court and cause 
great expense to the litigants. Quite 
recently the chamber has added to its 
arbitrators a number of lawyers, who 
may not only act in the settlement of 
disputes between their confréres, but 
may be called upon to aégsist as legal 
assessors in trade differences where in- 
tricate questions of law are involved. 
The rules of this big arbitration board 
prevent loquacious lawyers from occu- 
pying too much time, and as the fees in 
all cases are small and the decisions 
prompt the chamber has probably a 
useful future. 





RAILWAY companies are unwilling or 
incompetent to realize how much the 
success of the Columbian Exposition 
financially depends upon their action. 
It may be that they cannot afford to 
make lower charges for passenger trans- 
portation than they have done, but it is 
well known that in times of competition 
they have reduced rates much below 
those now fixed. Many more people 
would go to Chicago if the trip could 
be made more cheaply. One of the 
principal railway lines has cut off 
several of its trains to Chicago, al- 
leging that the demand for transpor- 
tation has not been such as to war- 
rant their continuance. It would nat- 
urally be supposed that St. Louis 
and its surrounding territory, because 
of its population and comparative pro- 
pinquity to Chicago, would be specially 
favored as to low rates; but this is not 
the case.

Development of the Sulphite Industry. 
Editor of The Journal: 

In No. 30 of Tue Journat Mr. C. D. Ek- 
man protests against a statement made in 
my article on the ‘‘ Evolution of the Sul- 
phite Digester” to the effect that ‘‘ the 
Germans first made the process commer- 
cially practical.” 

Iam much obliged to Mr. Ekman for call- 
ing attention to a phrase which, quite unin- 


tentionally, does him injustice, or rather. 


may appear to, and is probably incorrect. 
From printed records, personal correspond- 
ence and recollections and other evidence I 
am satisfied of the justice of Mr. Ekman’s 
claim to priority over Professor Mitscherlich 
as to the actual commercia] use of the sul- 
phite process, which is a very different 
thing from experiments, even on a large 
scale. 

Mr. Ekman has, however, published little 
if anything about either his process or his 
claims to priority, sothat in consideration of 
the large amount of gratuitous advertising 
which his endless law suits have on the 
other hand gained for Professor Mitscher- 
lich’s *‘ slow cook” process, it is not to be 
wondered at that one may inadvertently fall 
into the same error as the worthy professor. 
There seems very good reason to believe 
that Mr. Ekman first made sulphite pulp and 
sold it at home and abroad in carload lots 
at the works of the Bergviks & Ala Nya 
Aktiebolag at Bergvik, near Soederhamm, 
in Sweden. Further, that this was done be- 
fore either Professor Mitscherlich or his pulp 
had been heard of outside of one or two 
small German mills, and also that this pulp 
(4. e., Ekman’s) was made by his own proc- 
ess, viz., with a magnesia liquor. 

It would be of much interest if Mr. Ek- 
man would publish an account, with dates, 
of his view of the rise and development of 
the sulphite industry, similar to what has 
been done recently by Professor Mitscher- 
lich and is promised by Dg. Carl Kellner, 
apropos of the question, ‘‘ Who is the father 
of the sulphite industry?” As the matter 
stands to-day what little has been published 
about the share the Ekman process had 
in the development of this industry is in a 
quite inaccessible form, and this may ac- 
count for the generally prevalent idea that 
Professor Mitscherlich is entitled to the 
credit of being the originator of the sulphite 
industry. The Zellstoff Fabrik Waldhof in 
their catalague of the Chicago exhibit claim 
this honor for a German, who, however, is 
not the above named. 

In spite of an attempt made in a foreign 
contemporary by the inventor of the ‘‘ slow 
cook” process to prove the contrary it 
seems to be history that the first commercial 
user of the crude ideas of Tilghman was 
the Swedish chemist C. D. Ekman, and 
that an English banking firm (I. Bonar 
Thompson & Co.) found the capital for the 
first plant. If this be so then sulphite pulp 
was invented by an American, made prac- 
tically useful by a Swede and (as has so often 
been the case with new industries) the 
financial backbone was furnished by Eng- 
land. 

It should also not be forgotten that it is 
well known to experts that the finest sul- 
phite pulp the paper industry has ever seen 
in either Europe or America was made by 
an American at an American mill.

THE PAPER TRADE SOURNAL. 


A Reversal of Sedqnent. 





A few years ago the Bagley & Sewall 
Company, Watertown, N. Y., patented an 
improvement in wet machines. The prin- 
ciple involved in this improvement was 
taken up and utilized by other manufac- 
turers of paper making machinery, who sold 
machines to various manufacturers, as al- 
leged, in defiance of the rights of the pat- 
entees. 

The Bagley & Sewall Company, to protect 
its patent right, brought suit against the 
Empire Wood Pulp Company, of Black 
River, for infringement, that company hav- 
ing put into use a machine built by another 
manufacturer. 

The bill in equity, brought by the Bagley 
& Sewall Company, in the United States 
District Court for the Northern District of 
New York, was dismissed by Judge Wal- 
lace, as reported in THe JourRNAL some 
months ago. From this decision the Bagley 
& Sewell Company appealed to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
lately reversed the decision of the court 
below, and ordered a judgment in favor of 
the Bagley & Sewall Company, thus con- 
firming the validity of the patent and its 
infringement. 

Inasmuch as this decision affects a num- 
ber of manufacturers of wet machines and 
the users of machines which infringe upon 
the Watertown Company’s patent, a brief 
abstract of the decision of the Appellate 
Court, the opinion being written by Judge 
Shipman, is appended. It is as follows:

This is an appeal from a decree of the Circuit 
Court for the Northern District of New York, 
which dismissed the complainants’ bill in equity for 
the alleged infringement of letters patent No. 393,- 
538, dated November 27, 1888, to Charles H. Camp- 
bell, assignor of the complainant, for an improved 
paper machine. 

The patented improvements are particularly ap- 
plicable to the machine for sheeting wood pulp, 
which is technically termed a “wet machine.” 
* * * [Here follows a long discussion of the 
merits of the invention and the fact of infringe- 
ment, concluding as follows]: 

The decree of the Circuit Court is reversed, with 
costs, with instructions to enter a decree and for

THE MONEY MARKET.— There was 
a better feeling in the stock market, and 
a majority of the moving shares closed at 
higher figures.

The writer has recently devoted con- 
siderable time to investigating the vari- 
ous apparatus used in textile mills, for the 
purpose of ascertaining if parts thereof 
might not be more advantageously worked 
if made of paper instead of wood, iron or 
other substance. The result of this investi- 
gation, which consisted in visiting many of 
the great manufacturing plants of New Eng- 
land and inquiring of practical men about 
the matter, has been to show that many 
things now in common use in the textile 
mill would work much more profitably to 
the manufacturer if made of paper instead 
of other material. In this article it is pro- 
posed to show the benefits derived by the 
use of paper spools. In traveling among 
the mills the past week the writer acciden- 
tally ran across a man in a paper mill in 
Holyoke, Mass., who, in answer to the 


question as to whether he knew of anything | 


new in inventions relating to paper manu- 

facturing, said : ‘‘ I used to work in a wool- | 
en mill in Providence, R. I. I ran the 

dressing and spooling departments. We 

used to have a good deal of bother with 

spools with broken heads. The heads 

would crack and the threads would catch 

in the cracks and break. I used to wonder 

why spools were not made of some kind of 

stuff which would not split up. Last fall I 

quit the cloth business and came to work 

here. A month or two ago I conceived the | 
idea that this paper stock would be just the 
stuff for making spools for yarns. Come 
into my private shop and I will show you 
what I have done.” 

In alittle room separated from the main 
department of the paper mill was a rack of 
wood containing a dozen or more spools, | 
some of which were wound with yarn. 
Three of the spools were of the common 
kind, being made of wood. They were 
taken promiscuously from a mill in which 
they had been in use about six months. A 
view of one of these spools is given in the

This head is smooth and even around 
its entire circumference. ‘The splits, so no- 
ticeable in the head of the wooden spool, 
are absent. Paper will not crack and splin- 
ter like wood when made into the form of a 
head for a spool, and this is the character- 
istic of the new invention. It consists in 
using a paper head for this class of spools 
instead of one made of wood. There are 
millions upon millions of yarn spools, great 
and small, in daily use in the textile mills 
of the country. 
who can so devise it that a purely paper 
head can be substituted for one made of 
Perhaps the inventor in question is 
the man. His specimens would certainly 
indicate it. If not, let someone else try it. 

The method of making the paper heads is 
conducted on substantially the same princi- 
ples as in making paper tubs and pails. 
This process is known to paper mill men, 
and so an account of it is unnecessary. In 
the construction of the spool the same kind 
of a wooden shaft is used ; in fact, all parts 
of the spool are the same except the paper 
head. Of course the head is highly polished 
and varnished, soas to give a good, smooth 
surface for the yarns of wool, worsted, cot- 
ton and silk to contact with.

Wires for Paper Machines. 





A patent has been granted for a 
method of making wire cloth for paper ma- 
chines. This method consists in threading 
or intertwining metallic wire helices in the 
direction of the width of the fabric and flat- 


'tening them by passing them between roll- 


ers after the completion of the fabric. By 
passing the interlaced helices between pres- 
sure rolls the wires are flattened so as to lie 
practically in one plane, thereby producing 
a flat fabric having the thickness of one 
wire, and consequently suitable for use in 
paper making. 

The cloth is thus made without a seam, 
and its edges do not receive or require any 
finishing, because the flattened helices can- 
not separate, and the edges are not any 
more liable to stretch than the other por- 
tions of the cloth.

Meanwhile the fact was discovered that 
chlorine combines in greater quantity with 
alkalis than with water, and that the 
alkalis retain it with more tenacity and 
yield it more readily, thus giving the work- 


men greater security against the previous | 


excessive escape of the chlorine into the 
atmosphere. 

The addition of alkali (caustic potash) to 
the water was first suggested by Javella, in 
1790. 

In 1798 we have a distinct step in advance 
made by Charles Tennant, who, in January 
of that year, patented his ‘‘ bleach liquor.” 
This consisted in a method of using calcined 
calcareous earths for the neutralizing of 
what was then termed ‘ oxy-generated 
muriatic acid” used in bleaching. 

The calcareous earths being calcined into 
a state of ‘‘quick lime,” slacked with a 


little water and finally sieved, some of this 


was placed in the ‘‘receiver” or vessel in 
use by the bleacher for preparing his bleach- 
ing liquor, where hitherto alkaline salts had 
been in general use. 

This was the first step toward the produc- 
tion of a solution of bleaching powder, 
and was very soon followed by a more 
advanced step, when, in the following year, 
Charles Tennant took out his patent for 
preparing his ‘‘ oxy -generated muriates of 
calcareous earths” in a dry, undissolved or 
powder form, without suspension or solution 
in water, and for applying such to the 
purposes of bleaching by dissolving or sus- 
pending these ‘‘ oxy-generated muriates,” 
or such parts as are soluble in water, and 
applying 
substances to be bleached ; and here we have 
our first introduction to bleaching powder,
